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Ursela Haverbeck Celebrates 
Her 91st Birthday in Prison 


Richard Edmonds reports on the celebration 
of Ursula Haverbeck's 91st birthday: 


Ursula Haverbeck, nominated the grand Dame 
of German Revisionism by the late Prof. Robert 
Faurisson, "celebrated" her 91st. birthday in 
prison. Yes, you read that correctly: Frau Ursula 
Haverbeck is ninety one years of age and she 
finds herself incarcerated in a prison cell, 
charged and found "guilty" of questioning the 
allegation of the so-called "Holocaust", the alle- 
gation that the Germans during the Second 


World War murdered millions of Jews in homi- 
cidal gas-chambers. For expressing her non- 
violent opinions on aspects of the history of the 
Second World War which she herself lived 
through as a teen-ager, the current ruling estab- 
lishment of the Federal Republic of Germany, in 
its viciousness, has locked this 91 year old up in 
a prison cell in an attempt to silence her.

dreds of German nationalists, patriots and 
friends, well-wishers and admirers of the grand 
Dame of German Historical Revisionism 
marched through the centre of the north Ger- 
man town of Bielefeld where Ursula is impris- 
oned. With great gusto we paraded with flags 
flying and with banners held high proclaiming 
Ursula Haverbeck to be a Heroine for Germany 
and demanding Truth and Justice for Germany. 
The authorities gave us permission to hold a 
public rally right in the centre of Bielefeld. 
There was of course a large contingent of police 
present. And there were of course large num-

obscenities. However our loud-speaker system 
drowned out all that Sound and Fury signifying 
nothing (Shakespeare's Macbeth). Our rally last- 
ed the best part of two hours; right in the centre 
of town; the traffic was stopped; the trams 
ceased running; and we held our rally without 
any interruption. Here is the translation of the 
speech that I gave on this historic occasion: 


Dear German friends, my name is Richard 
Edmonds, I am British. 

I have travelled here to Bielefeld to show soli- 
darity with the very brave patriot, Ursula 
Haverbeck, whom I have known for many years. 
She is a wonderfully brave campaigner for the 
honour of Germany and now this fine woman 
must Celebrate" her 91st. birthday in prison. 
Shocking. Ursula Haverbeck, an educated and 
cultivated woman, has posed questions regard- 
ing the topic of the Holocaust} she has posed 
the most serious questions, forensic, scientific, 
objective questions. And for this, she finds her- 
self on her 91st. birthday in jail here in Biele- 
feld. 

Yes. I know, we are in the Federal Republic. 
In order to make the situation clear, I will refer 
to the trial that took place in Mannheim in 
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Lost Prison Interview with 
Hermann Goring: 
The Reichsmarschall’s Revelations 


On May 8, 1945, Reichsmarschall Hermann 
Goring surrendered to the Americans in full 
military regalia. Expecting to be treated as 
the emissary of a defeated people, the 
Reichsmarschall was shocked when his med- 
als and marshal’s baton were taken away and 
he was confined in Prisoner of War Camp No. 
32, known to its inmates as the “Ashcan.” 


It was from his cell in the Ashcan that on July 
25, 1945, Adolf Hitler’s former heir was inter- 
viewed by Major Kenneth W. Hechler of the 
U.S. Army Europe’s Historical Division, with 
Captain Herbert R. Sensenig serving as transla- 
tor. The interview-overlooked for more than 60 
years-provides insight on some of the strategic 
options considered by the NS leadership early in 
the war, their views of the threat posed by the 
United States and the Soviet Union, and how 
those attitudes influenced the actual strategy 
implemented. 


Hechler: What was the German estimate of 
American war potential? Did Germany hope to 
complete its European campaigns before the 
United States would be strong enough to inter- 
vene? 

Goring: As a break neared and it seemed that 
the matter had to be decided by war, I told Hit- 
ler, I consider it a duty to prevent America going 
to war with us. I believed the economic and 
technical potential of the United States to be 
unusually great, particularly the air force. Alt- 
hough at the time not too many new inventions 
had been developed to the extent we might have 
anticipated, and airplane production was signifi- 
cant but not outstandingly large. I always an- 
swered Hitler that it would be comparatively 
easy to convert factories to war production. In 
particular, the mighty automobile industry could 
be resorted to. Hitler was of the opinion that 
America would not intervene because of its un- 
pleasant experiences in World War I. 








Hechler: What unpleasant experiences? Loss of 
life? 

Goring: The United States helped everybody 
and got nothing for it the last time, Hitler felt. 
Things had not been carried out the way the 
United States had planned. [President Woodrow] 
Wilson’s 14 Points had not been observed. Hit- 
ler was also thinking of the difficulties of ship- 
ping an army to Europe and keeping it supplied. 
Hechler: What did you feel personally about our 
war potential?

2003, the trial brought against the German- 
Canadian, Ernst Zuendel, yet another individual 
charged with Holocaust-denial. At Zuendel's 
trial, the presiding judge, Dr. Ulrich 
Meinerzhagen, found himself obliged to state in 
the open court, and I quote him: ‘Tt is complete- 
ly irrelevant whether the Hlolocaust"took place 
or not. It is the act of denial of the Holocaust" 
which is a crime. And that is all that matters in 
this court.' : Presiding Judge Dr. Meinerzhagen. 

Flere with absolute modesty can I (R. Ed- 
monds) state that in Great Britain and in the 
United States of America, we have complete 
Freedom of Speech on the subject of the 
Flolocaust,;' this means that every type of ques- 
tion may be posed on this topic; and everyone 
has the right to publish answers which are 
based on forensic, scientific, objective facts. 

As a guest here in Germany, I can only quote 
the former, now retired, judge sitting on the su- 
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preme court in Germany, the Constitutional 
Court, Judge Wolfgang Hoffmann-Riem: 

T would not make the questioning of the Holo- 
caust a criminal offence.' Judge Hoffmann- 
Riem, July 2008 (Der Tagesspiegel, 10. July 
2008) 

Finally, dear friends. I would like to quote the 
famous German hero, Ulrich von Hutten, who 
five hundred years ago, said: 'Germany is there, 


where strong hearts are beating.’ Thank you."

Finally let me make this comment: one does 
have to wonder if a change is now taking place 
in the Federal Republic of Germany, set up as it 
was by the western Allies at the end of the Sec- 
ond World War, the twin in fact of the Com- 
munist regime set up in Eastern Germany by the 
forces of the Soviet Union. How else might one 
explain the readiness of the authorities to give 
permission for this "Birthday celebration" right 
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Hermann Goering 


Goring: While I, personally, was of the opinion 
that the United States could build an air force 
quicker than an army, I constantly warned of the 
possibilities of the U.S. with its great technical 
advances and economic resources. 

Hechler: If you thought the United States would 
become so powerful, how did this relate to your 
own plans for waging war? 

Goring: The decisive factor in 1938 was the 
consideration that it would take the United 
States several years to prepare. Its shipping ton- 
nage at the time was not too large. I wanted Hit- 
ler to conclude the war in Europe as rapidly as 
possible and not get involved in Russia. Yet, on 
the question of whether America could build up 
an army on a big scale, opinions were divided. 
Hechler: What were the divided opinions? What 
did other people think? 

Goring: I don’t know the views of other influen- 
tial people. I cannot say that other people had 
given different advice. 





Hechler: What opinion was held by OKW 
[Oberkommando der Wehrmacht, or German 
Armed Forces High Command] and OKH 
[Oberkommando des Heeres, or German Army 
High Command]? 

Goring: I don’t know the opinion of OKW or 
OKH. I used to tell Hitler that everything de- 
pended on our not bringing the U.S. over to Eu- 
rope again. I said during the Polish campaign 
that we must not let the United States get in- 
volved. In 1941 the issue became real, and the 
general opinion was that it was better to bear 
unpleasant incidents with the U.S. and strive to 
keep it out of the struggle than allow a deteriora- 
tion of relations between the United States and 
Germany. This was our unrelenting effort. 
Hechler: What specifically indicated to you that 
[President Franklin D.] Roosevelt was preparing 
for war? 

Goring: A mass of details. It was all published 
in a White Book [intelligence assessment]. I

don’t know if the entire text was published or 
only extracts. It made a deep impression. 
Hechler: Did Germany expect to bring its cam- 
paign in Europe to a successful conclusion be- 
fore we could build up our war potential suffi- 
ciently to intervene there? 

Goring: Hitler believed that he could bring mat- 
ters to such a point that 1t would be very difficult 
for you to invade or intervene. 

Hechler: In December 1941, what was Germa- 
ny’s estimate of our shipbuilding capability, 
which could influence the European campaign? 
Goring: It was our opinion that it was on a very 
large scale. Roosevelt spoke of bridges of ships 
across the Atlantic and a constant stream of 
planes. We fully believed him and were con- 
vinced that it was true. We also had this opinion 
from reports by observers in the United States. 
We understood your potential. On the other 
hand, the tempo of your shipbuilding, for exam- 
ple, Henry Kaiser’s program, surprised and up- 
set us. We had rather minimized the apparently 
exaggerated claims in this field. One spoke of 
these floating coffins, Kaisersarge, that would 
be finished by a single torpedo. We believed 
most of your published production figures, but 
not all of them, as some seem inflated. However, 
since the United States had all the necessary raw 
materials except rubber, and many technical ex-

in the centre of the town where Ursula Haver- 
beck is held prisoner in the local jail? The activ- 
ity must have cost the town a great deal of mon- 
ey; vast numbers of police were employed, and 
the centre of the town was effectively shut down 
for the afternoon: what with several hundred 
Nationalists and possibly as many as two thou- 
sand Lefties plus large numbers of police offic- 
ers, the result was that no trams were running 
through the town, no cars or delivery vehicles, 
access to the main-line railway station was 
barred for a time, little business could have been 
conducted that day; all this was predictable, but 
permission was given, in spite of counter- 
pressure from the usual suspects, permission 
was given for the go-ahead.

perts, our engineers could estimate United States 
production quite accurately. 

At first, however, we could not believe the speed 
with which your Merchant Marine was growing. 
Claims of eight to 10 days to launch a ship 
seemed fantastic. Even when we realized it re- 
ferred to the assembly of prefabricated parts, a 
mere 10 days to put it together was still unthink- 
able. Our shipbuilding industry was very thor- 
ough and painstaking, but very slow, disturbing- 
ly slow, in comparison. It took nine months to 
build a Danube vessel. 

Hechler: Why did Germany declare war on the 
United States? 

Goring: I was astonished when Germany de- 
clared war on the United States. We should ra- 
ther have accepted a certain amount of unpleas- 
ant incidents. It was clear to us that if Roosevelt 
were reelected, the U.S. would inevitably make 
war against us. This conviction was strongly 
held, especially with Hitler. After Pearl Harbor, 
although we were not bound under our treaty 
with Japan to come to its aid since Japan had 
been the aggressor, Hitler said we were in effect 
at war already, with ships having been sunk or

fired upon, and must soothe the Japanese. For 
this reason, a step was taken which we always 
regretted.

constitute such a danger for Germany. Although 
he never expressed it in words, 1t was perhaps 
inexpressibly bitter to him that the main force of 
the United States was in fact turned against Eu- 
rope.
